When the war lirulii: out he was in 
fltlcndance at tin; Jicolc Xormalo de 
Itoubaix. During tho ticrniuii occupa- 
tion of Northern Trance lie was taken 
ss * reprisal pri.ioncr, and -to.- 31 
months, ho .«lys, "tlirre wjs more 
thrill and ha-d.«iiip than intcllcclual 
experience." Aftor several aUcmpts to 
«.■scspe, he finaljy crossed the French 
■line to Join the Trench army, with 
Which he nerved until ls:o.

NO. 5— ON CONVERSATION 

Tlic matter uf dc lining conversation has given mc con- 
siilcrable trouble. 1 originally defined it as "that exchange 
of words going on incessantly about us for purposes of 
enjoyment, and of little importance as compared vvith that 
c.xcliangc of words which is indispensable for the function- 
ing of universal institutions and world administration." But 
immediately 1 found a flaw. Conversation in the pact has 
directly or indirectly played an important part in forming 
world history. 1 thoiiniit "i V.\c. who vnc. : itcniooii .■.at 
down tu have a friendly chat with the iiiike, and of the 
dreadful consequences. "Or if my house should burn while 
1 conversed'' thought I, "would not that be the serious 
though indirect effect of conversation on my personal 
destiny, ^iiicc I niiRlii jii.n ai well as rcuirncd home without 
talking, and saved my property;" 'J'hus question after ques- 
tion arose to punch holes in my original definition, tilt the 
thought occurred lo mc that this wordrquibbing was useless. 
My audience would understand what conversation was, 
wiiixjut a treatise on its philology or significance. I.ct ns 
call it "oral intercourse for purposes of recreation" and get 
down to the stibjcct. 

Conversation is, no doubt, the world's most popular 
pastime. Why? and the reasons arc threefold. Tirstly, ths 
liuniaii longue is a mass ol nni^clc, :-o coiibtructcd anatom- 
ically that unlike llic other voluntary muscles of the body, it 
is capable of iiKlciinitely-sustaincd as welt as vigorous ac- 
uo\l Secondly, talking is the easiest, the pleasantlest, the 
most natural way of disposing of superfluous emotion or 
energy. Third and last, and probably most significant rea- 
son of all is that talk cubts nothing. 

It is this last important consideration that makes con- 
versation such a universal hobby. A man may be too poor 
to drink or hinoke, too ignorant to read or write, but unless 
lie |il'.> îicjlly iiuli-pii^cil. there always remains to him the 
prerogative and pleasure of talking for talking's sake. In 
this regard it is interesting to note, that the coolies of India, 
prohabl\' aniong the world's lowest and poorest class of hu- 
man l)eings arc the most adept conversationalists. T<ic poor 
dcvil.< live >mder !-ucIi condition.s tliat talking is the only 
hobby left to them. They have developed the art to such an 
e.vtent. however, telling their stories with s-uch dramatic 
inicris and emotional appeal, that experienced travellers tell 
11:, 1)\- comparison, conversation is a lost art in the West. 

The art of conversation in our hemisphere, cannot be 
.-aid to be of a uniformly high character. It is true that \vc 
have among us individuals and groups of individuals cap- 
able of carrying, on the most, intelligent and interesting con- 
versation, bm for the most part it has lapsed, and given 
uay to the mimic ni ii\c, Ic-- iiUcllcctual pastimes. Certainly 
it is a fact that amoiiR college students conversation has 
declined, if judged by 18lh century, and Victorian standards. 
Whether it is a good or evil omen is a debatable point. Many 
claim that modern youth with its sophistication, its knowl- 
cHrc of "wliat-lo-dn-whcie" commonly ralleil savoir faire, 
rioci not need tlie piacticc of conversation, which i.^ only n 
.screen for cmbarrasuKiU and a means of hiding the real 
feelings. "Down with conversation, say these people." Let 
IKoplc be natural; alxjiish conversation as an artificial 
practice. "Hc^i(les. tliey continue, talkiiiR i' no criterion of 
a pcr.-ion's ability or cliaractcr. A clever rascal is able to 
palm himself ofT on good society, if conversation is to be 
employed as a standard of worth." Wc shall not arfiuc with 
these people. The fact remains that conversation is ii't what 
it used to be .Tinong university students. 

For the most part conversation in the world is .spontane- 
ous and unorganifcd. -Tlicrc have been, however, in the 
comsc of civilisation, ntaijy artificial organisations develop- 
ed expressly for the purpose of ccnvcrsation; The coffec- 
liou!-e of the 18ih century was a place where one paid a 
)iemiy for enterlaiinncnt and went away witii a shilling's 
worth of talk. The later Clubs, developing from these be- 
ginnings, were also, and still arc places where congenial 
souls may gather and discuss subjects of particular interest. 

When women .started organising clubs, they called them 
sewing-circles, or welfare circles, and the pcr.sonal note was 
introduced. Conversation became gossips, and all comment 
became of a destructive rather than of a constructive nature. 
The U5.igc of table by women was soon lo have an effect on 
the men. K.ven they passed from the conversational lo the 
gossip stage; and we have the cidmhiation of this tendency 
in the "bull-session" of this decade, an instit\ition loo well 
known to all imdcrgraduates to require any elaboration, 
other than that it is the masculine prototype of the fem- 
inine institution, "hen-party." 

•Now, for what pr.iclical pin pnsr docs conversation 
serve? h'irst of all, and in ms i -tini,iiion tlic most imiwrlanl 
cunsideration of nil, conversation has developed language. 
No matter how trivial or unimportant was the subject which 
men talked aboul, the very fait that they talked, used all 
the old words which they knew, and coined new ones in a 
pinch, was the greatest factor in the évolution oi language. 
Knowledge had to be iransmilled, before writing was ex- 
istent and conversation was ihe medium. Talk came first 
ami tlicii came tlic grannnatical rcRiilatiiiii-. In our own day 
wc. ob^cr\c tlic growth of the mind in children, and the vast 
amuunl of knowledge they pick up from having desultory 
.speech, rather than being expressly instructed. It has been 
truly observed that it is impossible to listen lo the most com- 
monplace people, witbutit learning something. 

Perhaps it is some realization of the value of speech by 
our younger generation, that has resulted in a reaction tow- 
ards the lost arl. 1 see about mc young fellows, who express 
a desire to go out with "intelligent" girls, meaning of 
course, those able to li.-icn mos' atientively to any subject 
the young man might broach. 'J'he young ladies arc doing 
their bit by keeping up their reading in current literature 
(which the young man knows nothing about) ând cultivating 
their minds in various ways. The whole business, though, is 
only a sort of hollow pretence. Both parties are trying lo 
do something, which they know is exemplary, but feel to 
be tasteless. Tdcrc is no spontaneous co-operation. The 
young lady comes prepared to discuss "The Bridge of San 
I.uis Rcy"; the young man starts the evening with, "In the 
chemistry lab yesterday—". Both parties feel that they arc 
deceiving themselves, and that they arc missing something 
better. Why conversation should have lapsed? I cannot ex- 
actly determine. Perhaps the hard-headed youth of to-day 
feels that talk is more or less futile— that it is only action 
that has substantial results. Certainly the materialistic out- 
look, today, does tend to shatter the illusions suri;punding 
our politer practices. Talk is talk, but .where does it get 
you? ■ 

However this may l)c, conversation has played too im- 
portant a role in the evolution of civilization to be so light- 
ly discarded; there .seems to be no reason why it should be. 
'I'alking is pleasant and can be developed. Our boy.s and 
girls arc as a whole, more intelligent than those of the 18lh 
Century. Why can wc not, then restore to earth a Con 
vtr.sationfilisl Arc and di vclopfl our Dr. Johnson's? Con- 
versation, even if it does not result in material benefit, 
makes life more interesting; and Ibis is what wc want of 
life: to be allractivo,'"invitiïiR'. Ko matter whether the dam- 
sel beside you be iliimb, young man, let every thought fii^wl 
expression. If she is not ciijoying it, juu are. No matter,

The ant .scene does not "bring 
into contempt our -brave boys in the 
late war," but only irie-s to show the 
futility and scnseicssncEs ot war in 
general. Is it commonsense for a na- 
tion to stake its prosperity, nay even 
its existence, on the chance ot gaining 
a bit of mud between two blades of 
grass." Xo, it certainly is not, and 
that is what the ant scene tries to 
show. 

The beetle scene, he says, "sneered 
at thrift." Thrift Indeed! That love of 
lucre to the exclusion' of everything 
else, is that what our worthy Victori- 
an calls thrift? I had always thought 
that slave-driver, tho Almighty 
Dollar, had only acquired great power 
ot late years. But evidently the 
"Great Victorians" were under his 
ihumb also, and what was worse con- 
.•^idercd it a virtue to be so, and called 
lliem.oclves thrifty! 

Our lionorcd dysi>eptic finds 
It illogical for the Finnish edi- 
tor to bo fined while a play that 
"spurts vitriol on every pha.se of so- 
ciety is allowed to be produced." Jlao 
lis forgotten that for forty years Mr. 
C. B. Shaw has ridiculed and reviled 
tho Briti.«h, without provoking tho 
amused tolerance with w'hich he is 
received to anything more than a 
KOod-liUiiioiircd .•^hni;'.' 'Why then 
.'hould wo object to a play that Is 
merely aimed at human nature in 
general? 

We do not mind how bitterly Mr. 
Shaw attacks us, but, thank God, the 
time has not yet come when "a poor 
devil of a l.'inni.'i!) editor," can say 
what ho likes .%bout our King, and get 
away with it.

(Continued from ivage one) 
liiQ negative, said that in condemning 
tlio whole legal profession, Klein con- 
demned fluch men as Sir. .John A. 
Macdonald, Sir Wiifrpd JAuricr, the 
present premier, and tlie prêtent lead- 
er of tho opposition, .all lawj'ers, and 
iUll men -whom we Admire and trust. 
■'Tho fact."' ho ivoiit on lo nay, "that 
make tho successful lawyer* our 
Judges, is evidence that we trust them 
and to comdemn the la«-yers la to 
condemn the whole legal aystem. A 
few lawyers make dislioncsty their 
Ia(ider to success, but the great maj- 
ority 1j honest, and an uncrupulous, 
unethical, la^-j-er is outlawed by his 
associates. Tho lawj'er is a necessary 
institution for a freo people, to Insure 
that everyone shall have an equal 
chance before the law courts. .More- 
over, a lawyer cannot refuse to .icccpt 
tiny case, for him , everyone is in- 
nocent until condemned by a judge. 
WatI, the second speaker for tho 
; «rrirmallvc, cmphahlzcd the fact that 
'■«liflionosty is inherent In the logal 
C^profrs.'lon. lie advanced -the argu- 
ment Hint ilislioncst docs not ain'ays 
mean illegal, and th.-it what the code 
or oiliii-; of llif Ips^tI profession calls 
kctil is bill tna often very dishonest. 
\\';iit babeil Ills arsument that die- 
lionesly is liiiicrcnl in the legal pro- 
fession on the fact that a guilty cli- 
ent will pay tlid lawyer muoh more 
for handling his case, and getting him 
out of Iroiilile, tlian will tho Innocent 
client, whose case doés not have to be 
bolstered .up, and who la confident'be.1 
cause of his innocenc. Naturally thé 
lawyer bit by bit begins to concen- 
trate on tlic .slindy side of his practice 
with the natural result. 

Tho second speaker for the negative 
S, W. Morton, claimed that to b« 
financially successful, a lawyer must 
win his cases, and a dishonest lawyer 
cannot do this, sinoo both Judge and 
Jury quickly become prejudiced 
i^gaiiist him, because of his reputation. 
iA^lost lawyers arc honest, among them 
'./'«irn who £lànd at .the top of their 
pl-'ofesslon, men like Lincoln, who Is 
■aid to have succeeded because of his 
perverse honesty. Again, holiest cli- 
«hta seek honest lawyers, therefore 
the Jibncst lawyers liave more chance 
to succeed. 

Klein in his rebuttal stated that he 
was very sorry to oislllusion his op- 
ponents, who . were evidently «eeing 
their future profession, through the 
roseate spectacles of inexperienced 
youth, nevertheless his diity demand- 
ed It. He denied that he was condemn- 
ing tho whole Ics^nl profcs.^lun, since 
had feelings oC tlie greatest re- 
poct for the professors dt law, and 
the Judges. He was speaking against 
lh» vast element of' lawyers who are

Studio World

Realizèt Ambition To Write 
Picture Stories 



Los Angeles. Cal.— Tho etory of .a 
girl who wanted lo become a writer, 
of a younr Jady who was willing to 
work and sacrifice to become a mem- 
ber of a motion picture »tudIo writ- 
ing department, is told by A"irsil M. 
Plnklcy, editor of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Dally Trojan who secured an 
interview recently. 

Doris Anderson, a writer of con- 
tinuity for Paramount pictures, grad- 
uated from the University ct Califor- 
nia at Berkeley with a degree in Eng-" 
lish and a desire to enter the news- 
paper world. For two years ahe worked 
on a »mall country publication writ- 
ing society, sports, politics and dra- 
matic reviews. After her two years of 
excellent newspaper training, she se- 
cured a iMsition in the dramatic de- 
partment of Uae Los Angeles Exam- 
Jner, and in a year's ^Ime rose to tho 
position of assistant dramatic critic. 

Trips to tho Btudios for interviews 
cauglit lier fancy and she felt tliat tiic 
only place she could really be happy 
would be in a, studio office doing 
some type of WTltlng. She knew of a 
nmall company trying to get started 
ro Bho applied for a job and tho dol- 
lars owner offered her twenty. five » 
week. She had been making thirty-'' 
five. 

iFor the twenty-five dollar weekly 
pay check, Doris Anderson liad to 
take care of the office work and 
handle the publicity on the tnv- 
roelcrs the company was trying to 
produce. 

The office work, publicity duties 
lasted from eight to five every day. 
To reach her office. Miss Anderson 
had to wade through mud, ankle deep, 
because the offices wero constructed 
under the nlngle stage on the com- 
pany's property which was rented by 
tiio flionth. 

At nights. Miss Anders,on would re- 
turn to try and write yarns which 
might be used as picture stories. 
Often it was after mtdnlght.wben she 
l<>f( the four barren walls of that little 
studio dungeon. After a year's work 
S|h« got a chance to write continuity 
for F. B, O. productions, and took 
the chance. 

For three weeks she shut her.iclf up 
hi her office and studied the continui- 
ty which liad been written for acvenil 
pictures. At last she set to work writ- 
ing continuity for her first picture, 
although offinials at r, B. O. thought 
she was an experienced writer of con- 
tinuity. She wouldn't admit defeat 
before she tried. , 

Her initial attempt was not 
accepted, but after several more 
tries, she began to write, good 
continuity. After .six montlig she felt 
that she could handle continuity on 
any picture. She was offered the op- 
portunity of Joining the forces of 
writers working under Paramount's 
banner, and ahc made the tlianRc. 
After a year's work, ahc was signed 
to a. contract, and today is working 
on .-L time cantract. 

Continuity writing is difficult to 
explain, according to Miss Anderson 
.\ writer of coniiouity may be called 
On to do any number of important 
steps in the making of a picture. 
Sometime an idea for a .»tory is giv- 
en the continuity worker, and the 
Hiitor has lo build a film .story from 
the idea. Other times three charac- 
ters may be briefly described and a 
story written from this information. 
Again, a continuity writer may have 
to adapt a novel, .-thort story, or play 
for screen use.. Often a poem, or Eoiig 
is given as a starting point for a 
story. 

'VVr'Iters on continuity should ' know 
supervisors. Much of tho work is 
dona outside of the studio, and some 
writers only come into the studio of- 
fices when they have a conference 
with their supervisor. 

■Writers on continuity should know 
the technical side of motion pictures. 
They should know titling and cutting 
work. A good education, eapMlally in 
kngllsh. lilstory, f6re1gn languages, 
and current literature are essential. 
Mlsq Anderson thinks that travel Is 
one of the finest assets .a writer of 
continuity can possess. Writers of 
continuity aro tho pinch hitters of the 
writing end of tho picture. Xotlce

Columbus, Ohio: — .Students and pro- 
fi fEors of Ohio State do not agree 
i\ iih tlie ci]tiii!ons vuiccil by l^i-^ s''i- 
cnls attending the three day Youth 
conférence held there recently, who 
claimed that when the next war 
comes college men will not fight and 
he college women are not going to 
Rive It their support.
